immense and unheard of sum of 
$1,842,825.44,, or an increase .of

TV'eyeneth, a machinist and, assistant 
engineer at the Pacific Coast Borax 
"Works at the West En'd met with a 
terrible 
accident 
about 
9:30 this 


morning when he was caught on the 
revolving steel shaft at the works. 
His clothing was torn from his body 
.and his skull was badly fractured. 


The injured man was taken in the 


city ambulance to the Receiving Hos- 
pital at the City Hall where his in- 
juries were dressed by Drs. Sethidam, 
Brooks and Clark. Later lie was 're- 
moved to the Alamecla Sanitarium. 


While he was conscious when he was 


brought to the hospital, it is feared 
that his injuries may prove fatal. 


Weyeneth was alone at the time of 


the accident, and it is believed that in 
some manner his blouse was drawn 
over the revolving shaft by friction, 
and when he became caught on the 
steel shaft he was revolved with it 
until his clothing was torn from his 


body. Then he dropped into an empty 
tank about seven feet in depth. 


When -'he became conscious he was 


able to'call-for -help and workmen as- 
sisted him" out of the tank . 


Alfred :>Newman, who is empjoyed at 


the. Borax- Works accompanied the 
injured .man to the hospital. Newman 
says no one witnessed the accident and 
it seemea -almost impossible for Wey- 
eneth to have-been caught on me shaft 
as it was practically 
smooth, 
but 


his clothing was found wrapped around 
Lhe shaft and the injured man covered 
with blood. 
The "surgeons found a deep skull 


wound- extending six Inches on the 
left side of the head and a fracture 
two inches in length back of the tem- 
ple. 
"His "arms were badly lacerated, 


but fortunately no other injuries. . 


The machinist is aged about 45 years 


and unmarried and has'lived on Web- 
ster street at the West Er.d. 


He had been employed as a machin- 


ist at the works for about twelve years 
and was considered a very careful en- 
gineer.

DOG 
DAYS. 


Dog days begin, according to the tra- 
ditions of boyhood in certain p^rts of 
the United States, when the greeh scum, 
algae, begins to appear on the surface 
of the lakes and rivers. 'Then it is sup- 
posed to be unsafe to go In swimming 
And It is then, that, according to the 
tradition of ma.ny • adults as'well as of 
boys, dogs most frequently go mad. All 
nations and races .of civilization, ap- 
parently, have had a .period during the 
summer known as dog days when- many 
maladies were supposed to 'be . common. 
But the . madness of dogs, hydrophobia, 
was never associated with dog days by 
the' ancients. 
Dog days are a rather .Indefinite period, 
according to this . green-scum rule, -but 
there is. a disagreement of authorities as 
to when dog days really do- begin and 
endx According to the Century dictionary 
"dog days are part of :the year about the 
time of the heliacal, rising of. .the .dog 
star,' Strius"; that: is, when the .dog. star 
rises in conjunction with-the sun 6r: as 
nearly in. conjunction as. may be -ob- 
served. 
Various dates from July 3.to 
August 16 have been.assigned for the be- 
ginning of dog days and they are given 
various durations of from thirty to fifty 
days. 
\ 
It seems to have been from the heliacal 
rising of Slrius that the ancients: most 
commonly reckoned the dog days.: 'Thus, 
at the present time, dog days would be- 
gin July 3 and will end August 11 Sirlu.i 
is the brightest star in the heavens and 
it .was easy 'to associate the .mutual heat 
of .the brightest star.and of the sun with 
the hottest and most unkindly period of 
the year. Hippocrates (450 B C) de- 
clared the dog days to be the most un- 
healthy part of the summer. 
Dog days are continually dropping far- 
ther back in the calendar. Now they 
are twelve days * behind the schedule to 
which they hold in the period of tho 
Pharaohs. In time Sirius may rise in 
the dead of winter. The Egyptians main- 
tained that the first Indication of the rise 
of the Nile took place on the morning 
of the longest daj, when, as they said, 
the sun and Sothis (Sirius) rose to- 
gether. They attributed the rise of the 
river entirely to the great heat generated 
bv this star in conjunction with the sun. 
"Sirius is situated in the mouth of the 
constellation Canis Major 
(the "great 
dog"). The Latin name of dog days was 
"dies canicularls," and from this cornea 
the term ' "canicular year" -which was 
known among the Egptians and Ethi- 
opians. It was computed from one helia- 
cal rising of Sirius to the -next and con- 
sisted ordinarily of 365 days, every fourth 
year having 366 days. , ,„ ,

QUEER HABITS OF PENGUINS. 
Members of the recent Scottish expe- 
dition to the anU.rtle gathered Borne 
hteresting information -regarding pen- 
guins. In the far south beyond the 
pack Ice they came upon .the rookeries, 
it was found that the birds had been 
latched In August during the period 
of the greatest cold and complete 
darkness. AB soon as they are hatch- 
ed the young literally live on the feet 
oit the old birds ana are" thus protected 
from the cold. When;they are a little 
older the chicks arc.'herded in great 
colonies, their life illustrating in a 
very ruthless -way-the principle of the 
survival of the fittest. The colonies 
are left to be shepherded by *wo or 
:hree old birds, while the rest of the 
parents go to seek custaceans in the 
cracks of the Ice. Each parent as It 
returns is usually unable to nnd its 
own young, since It is mobbed at sight 
by the more vigorous birds, and, fin- 
lally, .obliged to disgorge the food to 
jthe more persistent. All the-feebler 
' chicks thus die of starvation and are 
eaten '7 the gulls.

Some 
of the penguins weigh, as 
much as eighty pounds and are about 
four feet high, with a splendid orange 
patch on the neck. .The young take 
three years to develop fully, and even 
then the plumage isytilstinetly less 
brilliant than in the Bolder birds. Both 
the movements and 'migration of the 
penguins are remarkable. When first 
followed the bjfrd prefers to -walk, but 
when In danger of being caught ix 
drops on Its abdomen and, with the 
help of the -wings,' glissades at a pace 
too great to be overtaken by a man 
walking. 
They seem aware of. the 
movements of the great ice fields and 
use.them to help their migrations to 
the "pack, ice in the north. They take 
Souble to collect stones—and they <le- 
llgut to' steal from one another's piles 
—for nests.

Many of the ways of the penguins 
are' suggestive of preserved Instincts. 
Their attitude when sleeping In mod- 
eled 'on that of birds with fully de- 
veloped -wings.

1 INNOCENT MAN IN PRISON; 


SENT BY WOMAN 


Has Been Behind Walls of San 


Quentin for 8 Years and Still. 


May Die There. 


SAN RAFAEL, August 4.—"Burled 


how long?" 


"Almost eighteen years." 
"You cad abandoned all hope of be- 


ing dug out?" 


"Long ago." 
"I hope you care to live." 
"I can't say." 
The ' few lines above quoted from 


Dickens' "Tale of Two Cities" might 
well be applied to the case of Ygnacio 
Castro, the unfortunate 
barber now 


spending time in San Quentin for a 
crime he did not commit. A strong 
parallel might be drawn between the 
case of- Castro .and that of Dr. Man- 
ette, though one happened in the days 
before the French Revolution, while 
the other happened In our 
own day 


and in our own State. 
Eight years has Castro spent within 


the walls of. San Quentin; although tho 
woman on whose word he was con- 
demned as feion died two years ago, 
leaving a confession exonerating her 
lover. The location of this document 
is now the most important factor, in 
the case. 
The Prison Directors say 
that it -has not been filed at San Quen- 
tin, although they admit they know of 
the existence of such a paper. 
The 


officers of the prison say they under- 
stand that the confession was placed 
in the hands of the Sheriff of Sacra- 
mento county. 
TCius far 
there 
has 


been no verification of the story. A 
director said that the affidavit might 
be with the Governor, while the pris- 
oner says that it has not been sent to 
him, though he has heard of its ex- 
istence. 
Even though Mary Churchill's final 
confession may never be found, Cas- 
tro still has a very strong case wfcioh 
would justify his release from prison. 
The 
woman's 
first 
affidavit 
was 
made in 1899, and In this statement 
she said that her 
testimony during 


Oastro's trial -was false In every .de- 
tail, and made through 
fear of her 
parents, who threatened to kill .her 
unless she testified in accordance witi 
their wishes. 
L^ter she repudiated 
this confession, which 'she said was 
made under duress, thus proving that 
her word was worthelss. 
The death certificate made out in Sac- 
ramento showed the woman to have been 
over aga at the time of Castro's Impris- 
onment, whereas she testified at the trial 
that she was under age. Thus the certifi- 
cate corroborated the first 
confession 
made by Mary Churchill and established 
a strong link In the chain of evidence 
which Castro has had to weave to estab- 
lish- his innocence. 
The law is. particularly hard' in »ach 
cases, end leaves an innocent man al- 
most powerless to aid himself in his ex- 
tremity. Once a man has been sentenced 
to prison, he haa .no .further recourse to 
the courts, hig case having been judicial- 
ly determined. 
The only hope he has lies in the Board 


of Pardons and the Governor. 
"If Castro's1 case Is as worthy as It 
appears," said1 Prison Director :James H. 
Wilklns this morning, "L quite argee with 
Mr. Devlin the placa to go is to the 
Governor. 
The Prison Directors rarely 


r act in cases where pardons are asked 
i except at the request of the Governor. 
Of course, where a case particularly de- 
serving i* tiY-uvrht i-i our attentioni we 
make it a i-erfconal matter and recom- 
mend that the person be pardoned. 
I 
have not had the opportunity to per- 
sonally investigate this case, but if the 
facts are as strong as they seem to be 
I will certainly recommend that this man 
be pardoned. He has made an' applica- 
tion for pardon with the Governor and 
also one for parole. 
Only guilty men 
ask for paroles a.nd we do not grant them 
except in cases' where prisoners have, re- 
formed. 
Convicts are released immedi- 
ately upon our granting them paroles. 
The board meets on the 12th and on that 
day Caslro's case will be taken up. It 
may be that he will be paroled and' the 
board will afterwards take his case to 
the Governor for a full pardon. It is 
too early In the day to say as to thai.

Attorney Percy V. Long filed his re- 
port today for the past fiscal year end- 
ing June 30 last During tZiat period 
241 suits w-ere filed against £he city 
and 252 actions in whlc the city was 
Interested were decided in the Justices 
and Superior1 Courts, four in the Su- 
preme Court and three In the United 
States Circuit Courts. 


An important duty of the offlce du- 
ring the past year was the giving of 
advice to the . various 
officers 
and 
commissioners of 'the 
city 
govern- 
ment In all ninety opinion were ren- 
dered. 
There are now pending In the offlce 


565 cases. Of these 519 are in the 
Superior and Justice Court, ten in 
tie Court of Appeals, Irwelve in the 
Supreme- and nineteen In the United 
States Circuit Courts. 
,- 


The four cases that passed through 
the Supreme Court were decided in 
favor of the .cit yand county. 


One of these (Law vs. the City and 
County), upheld the legality of the re- 
cent bond Issue of $17,171,000..Another 
(Elder vs. McDougald) determined the 
validity of the charter provision abol- 
ishing tie fees of stenographers vo. the 
police courts and continued in effect 
a system that saves to the municipal 
treasury from 
$10,000' to 
J12.000 a 
year. A third case (The Savings and 
Loan Society against the City and 
County) sustained an assessment of 
something like $350,000 , levied upon 
solvent credits of the plaintiff's bank. 
The fourth (Weaver vs, San Fran- 
cisco) resulted In the reversal of a 
Judgment of the Superior .Court, which 
attempted 
to revive 
an 
old claim 
against the city and county for some 
$2000. 
In the case taken to the United States 


Supreme Court (San Francisco National 
Bank vs. Dodge) Judgment, went against 
the city and county. Success was with 
the municipality in the United- States 
Circuit Court and in the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, only to be Jost 
In the highest court of the land^ 
The 


effect of the judgment was to render void 
the taxation of national bank, stock and 
to practically 
exempt 
national banks' 


from all taxation in this State. 


Considerable progress was made dur- 
ing the year with the trial of the suit 
of the Spring Valley Water Company 
against .the city and county, now at- issue 
in the United States Circuit'Court. 


Some headway has been made during 


the last-few months toward the acquisi- 
tion of the properties provided for In the 
recent bond issue. 
More than half of 


the block selected as a site for the new 
Public Library has been purchased, and 
over two-thirds of the land desired for 
the extension of Golden Gate Park to 
the,,Presidio 
Military- Reservation ac- 


quired either by. purchase or condemna- 
tion. At least a third of the land set 
apart for new schoolhouses- has been se- 
cured, and negotiations are now under 
way for the purchase of. probably half 
the remainder. This work, even where It 
resulted in amicable settlements as to 
values. Involved -the expenditure of a 
great deal of time in consultation with 
owners, witnesses and experts and in 
the examination and comparison of prop- 
erties. 
However, with like progress all 


the property required should be obtained 
within the next fiscal year.

The Zionist Split 


There is a split'in the Zionist movement, the causes for which 


reveal the fundamental weakness of the scheme to recreate a Jewish na- 
tion by assembling the scattered children of Israel in some spot over 
lyhich the flag'of'the lion of" Judah may (wave and Jewish law be su- 
preme. 


' Why the split occurred is easily explained. The Zionist move- 


ment was founded on sentiment. 
It owrfJ its inspiration to the 


prophecy that Jerusalem shall once again become the capital of a 
reunited' Jewish nation. It gathered strength and momentum from 
the 'oppressed condition of the orthodox Jews in Eastern Europe, 
constituting the great body of the Israelitish people. When it was 
inaugurated its object was to induce Jews to return to Palestine and 
rebuild there the altars of their ancient faith and institute anew 
Jewish civilization on the spot/dedicated in 'the 'Old',.Testament as the 
home and landed inheritance of the seed of Abraham. 


Alas, Palestine is a small country incapable of maintaining a 


large population under modern conditions. 
It is a province of Tur- 


key, 
and is uninviting as the seat of commerce, manufacturing or 


agriculture. It has neither mines nor timber, and only a small pro- 
'portion of its 10,000 square miles.of area is capable of tillage. .For 
Oiore than two thousand years it has suffered the desolation of-war, 
and is today the home of more kinds of religious fanaticism than any 
other spot of equal area-on the globe. Among its scanty population 
are many races and many warring sects. . .It _is a medley of 
races, creeds and customs. A battleground for religious feudists. 


For sixty years efforts have been made to induce. Jews to return 


there and settle, but they have, met with failure. Climatic changes, 
the devastation of war and the exhaustion of a soil once fruitful ;have 
rendered the land inhospitable and unpromising. It lacks the natural 
resources on which modern civilization erects its seats. The Turk- 
ish: government would not surrender its claim to possession or .give 
such guarantees as wofild insure safety to life and property or a sys- 
tem of laws applicable to modern development. Colonists in Judea 
merely became subjects of the Sultan of Turkey, and the jealousy of 
Christian sects and powers prevented any action looking to the resti- 
tution of Palestine to the Jewish people. 


Great Britain finally offered the Zionist leaders an extehsive ter- 


ritory in Africa as a place where the Jews might reassemble and gov- 
ern themselves under their own Jaws, but only as subjects of the 
British Crown. A new Zion in a strange land under 'a strange flag 
governed by a foreign nation neither fulfilled prophecy .nor harmon- 
fzed with the aspirations of the enthusiasts of Israel. It still left 
the Holy Land, the heiritage of Israel, in the hands pf the Gentile and 
the site .of the Temple still consecrated'to strange rites. It put be- 
hind Israel the hope of rebuilding Jerusalem as the capital of Ju- 
daism.

.After long deliberation and protracted discussion, the Zionist 


Congress in Basle, Switzerland, has finally rejected Great Britain's 
proposal. A split has immediately followed. A number of leaders 
will take up anew the African proposal of England, while others con- 
tinue to look for a more eligible place for the erection of a new Zion. 
A still larger body cannot understand how there can be any Zion out-, 
-side of Jerusalem, any seat of Jewish empire outside of Palestine, 
though many of them cannot see how Zion is to be rebuilt in that 
worn-out ravaged land. So, out of numerous counsels there come 
perplexities and divisions instead of union and a definite plan of ac- 
tion. The Jews themselves have grown into estranged groups by 
reason of their wide separation and their long sojourn among differ- 
ent peoples of other lands. They remain of the same blood and faith, 
but they are wholly apart in manner of life, mental standpoint apd 
domestic habit. They are still Jews, but they are Russian Jews, 
German 'Jews, French Jews, American Jews, and when they come 
together find that Israel is no longer united or in accord.

Jefferson Was No Socialist. 


The Stockton Mail labors through a column editorial in an effort 


to convince its readers that government ownership pf railroads is in 
harmony with the political doctrines of Thomas Jefferson. 
It dis- 


creetly refrains from quoting from Mr. Jefferson's writings, which are 
copious and accessible. I fa line can be found in anything the sage 
of Monticello ever wrote favoring government ownership it has escaped 
our attention. We should be pleased to have the Mail .quote one. 
Per contra, the whole tenor of Jefferson's teachings and the elemen- 
tary principles of his political philosophy negative the proposition. .It 
'is true Jefferson did not foresee the vast growth-and-.development of 
modern industrialism, and consequently .failed to suggest any remedy 
for the evils resulting from the mobilization of capital and the mon- 
opolization of the sources of wealth and production, but the fact re- 
mains .that his doctrine not only implied but actively embodied the 
theory that the government should keep its hands off business affairs 
and refrain absolutely from interfering with'private enterprise and 
commercial .development. It is much easier to prove that Jefferson's 
doctrines implied government control, than it is to prove, that they im- 


. plied government ownership. No doubt Jefferson, were he' alive to- 


day, 
would have positive ideas as to how what Cardinal Gibbons calls 


trust greed- should be dealt with, but it is nevertheless true that con- 
ditions have arisen which were beyond the vision of even his prophetic 
mind. It may easily be contended, as the Mail does, that government 
ownership is in harmony with the ends Mr. Jefferson sought, but the 
meihods proposed by the founder of the Democratic party did not 
always achieve the "results he aimed at or work out accordjng to his 
calculations. Besides, Jefferson was the apostle 
of 
individualism, 


while government ownership is in essence Socialism. 


Not A Fatal Epidemic. 


Yellow fever has prevailed in New Orleans and vicinity for nearly 


a month, yet only a' little more than four hundred cases have developed, 
and the deaths number less than a hundred. This is'not a terrifying 
showing in view of the fact that New Orleans has a population esti- 
mated at 325,000. Nevertheless the optimistic predictions that the 
fever will be stamped oVit shortly are not likely to be'fulfilled. 
The 


history of past outbreaks of the disease in that locality is that, while 
the fever may be kept( within certain limits and its ravages reduced 
to small proportions, the disease lingers till it»is driven ou\ by frost. 
It will be fully three months before frost can be expected in Southern 
Louisiana. 
Sometimes it is well on to Christmas before it makes 


its appearance in New Orleans. As there are some sixty points of 
infection, it will be practically .impossible to prevent the spread qf 
the fever. It is encouraging- to note, however, ,that .the State and 
municipal officers are dealing vigorously and intelligently with the 
jpidemiCj and have thus" far kept it within bounds. Neither the deaths 
nor the cases are numerous, which gives hope that the fever rscord 


this yea? will not,be marked by the mournful list-.of victims it has 
claimed informer times. , While the mortality roll promises to be com- 
paratively-short, the trade interests of the city-will suffer' to the ex- 
tent of many millions. The fruit importing business has already gone 
to Mobile and the bulk of the cotton crop will seek other points for 
shipment.

FRED K, KRAUTH, THE POPULAR CHIEF OF THE ALAMEDA I'lflE 


DEPARTMENT. 


Tells of Past Year's Work and Makes 


Several Important 


Suggestions. 


XLAMBDA, 
August 4. — Fred 
K. 


Krauth, the popular chief ot the Alameda 
Fire 
Department, well 
known among 


the firemen -of the coast, has fllto his 
annual report to 
the 
Board of City 


Trustees, In which he makes pertinent 
suggestions for needed Improvements to 
put the department on a basis com- 
mensurate with the growth of the city. 


The report Is the first to be presented 


by the Chief since the last volunteer fire 
company was mustered out, and the vet- 
eran Chief of the 
department pays a 


well-deserved tribute to the men who for 
over a quarter 
of a century endured 


hardships and braved dangers In answer- 
Ing the call of duty. He says, In part: 


"When volunteer firemen retire and are 


replaced by their 
paid 
brethren they 


never reappear, and as' cities Increase 
In wealth and population the retirement 
of the volunteer from his chosen Held 
Is as sure as fate. 
Thus each city, In 


Its turn, notes the disappearance of a 
unique fraternity, whose only aim was 
the public welfare. Our volunteers were 
a band of real men, who did their duty 
without fear or favor or thought of re- 
ward. May they ever be held In grate- 
ful remembrance by our citizens. 


"So far 
aa 
demonstrated the 'call' 


hosemen 
and 
truckmen have proved 


themselves to be earnest and reliable 
members of the department, and the 
hosemen have cost the city J677.60 less 
than the like service would have cost 
(during the same period) under the vol- 
unteer plan. The average cost for truck-

was 
$67.76' per 


month." 


YEAR'S LOSSES. 


Tha fire losses during the' year con- 


siderably exceeded the figures of the 
previous year, and one fire alone, the 
Sherman street stables, -waa accountable 
for the Increase, 
although there were 


thirty-nine fires less this year than In 
the previous .year. 
The loss on build- 


Ings and contents totaled $21,116, being 
515,124 In excess,of the year prior. The 
Insurance 
on 
property 
Involved was 


5142,500. 
During the year there were 


19 bell alarms. 26 by' telephone and 27 
"still" or verbal alarms, a total of 72. 
The record for the previous year was 
41 bell, 
49 telephone and 
21 "still" 


alarms, a total of 111. In the past year 
but three structures were totally de- 
stroyed by fire, as follows: 
A forty- 


year-old cow shed, McMlUan-'s Sherman 
street stable (a two-story structure) and 
a "shack" below the bank at the south- 
ernly termination 
of 
Caroline street. 


Thirty-eight structures were endangered 
by fire and water. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Among the Chief's recommendations Is 


the suggestion that the city purchase 
two steam fire engines (one second and 
one third size). The city at present has 
but one "steamer." 
Engines to secure 


adequate water 
pressure 
are urgently 


needed, the Chief declares. The second 
engine asked.for is designed to be held 
In reserve for relief purposes in case of 
a break-down of the engine in service, 
as It. Is Impossible to secure. an engine 
at short notice. The purchase of a new 
hook and ladder truck of greater size 
is also recommended, the truck now in 
use, which has been in service twenty 
years, to be located at 
the Webster 
street firehouse. It in urged that both 
the truck and steam fire engine have 
too much territory to cover to do the 
work speedily and efnclefttly. 
Property 


at one end 
of the city Is Jeopardized 


when the engine and hook and ladder 
are in attendance, sometimes for hours, 
at a blaze miles away in an opposite di- 
rection. * 


Other /recommendations are: The In- 
stallation of combined chemical engines 
and hose wagons in place of the plain 
hose wagons at Sherman street and Webb 
avenue; the purchase .of 2,000 feet of 
2^-inch rubber-tubed cotton hose; the 
erection of a drill tower on the cltv's 
lot In the rear of the: City Hall; also 
that- three permanent men be appointed 
for the Court street, Webb avenue and 
Webster street flrehouses. The'se men, 
with, the drivers, would be on hand to 
attend to work In'response to telephone 
and verbal alarms. 
Chief Krauth adds: 


AN ASSISTANT.-'' 


"A permanent assistant to the chief 


engineer Is also one of the necessities 
of the hour, as the business of the chief's 
office has more" than doubled and'the' 
calls upon his time have multiplied - in 
a wonderful degree since the department 
has changed from volunteer to ,paid;j The 
chief engineer is as liable to meet'with 
an incapacitating accident as any other 
person, and it is only reasonable that a 
man in such a position should have, an 
understudy and helper. If all the work 
of the. Fire Department could be done 
over the^telephone It-would not .be nec- 
essary to .make this .request, but it is 
quite otherwise. A capable assistant en- 
'gineer could save the city 


many -ways—In fact,' I believe he could 
save the major part of his salary.." 


Fire Chief Krauth urges that th«- build- 


ing laws of this city need amendment, 
and, 
he 
adds: 
"Afterward, strlJt en. 


forcement, as some of the structures 
which have been run up of late are a 
disgrace and a detriment to our city. 
Several, reliable building contractors have 
discussed the subject with.me, and they 
unanimously .favor 
the 
enactment ' and 


enforcement of such building laws as 
will insure good and substantial: con 
struotlon and give every contractor an 
equal chance in a fair competition, which 
they say is Impossible under present con- 
ditions. 
Our 
neighbors, Oakland 
and 


Berkeley, have such laws, and they work 
for the benefit of all concerned. I be- 
lieve that this is a matter of great im- 
portance and hops tkat It will receive 
merited attention."
